Doses of flu 
shot tossed 
after expiry

clinics Some health author¬ 
ities across the country 
have tossed out hundreds 
of doses of the swine-flu 
vaccine because of miscal¬ 
culations over how many 
of the time-sensitive 
dosages are needed at com¬ 
munity clinics. 

Officials at some of the 
larger health districts, 
including Toronto and Hali¬ 
fax, say they have thrown 
out about one per cent of 
the total vaccine they’ve 
administered because of 
the dosages’ 24-hour shelf 
life. In Toronto, that means 
close to 500 doses of the ad- 
juvanted vaccine have 
been disposed of even as 
people remain shut out of 
the priority groups entitled 
to receive the shot. 

“We reconstitute as 
much vaccine as we think 
we’re going to need, but 
sometimes our numbers 
are a wee bit off,” said 
Ameeta Mathur, manager 
of the vaccine program for 
Toronto Public Health. 
“Once it’s in the syringe 
from the vial and it’s not 
used, we have to dispose of 
it.” 

Mathur said there is little 
information on the stabili¬ 
ty of the vaccine once it 
has been reconstituted and 
drawn into a syringe. Once 
the solution is in the 
syringe, she said it can’t be 
put back in the vial nor can 
they use syringes the next 
day because of the lack of 
data on the vaccine’s stabil¬ 
ity. 

A Department of Health 
official in Alberta said he 
didn’t have numbers on 
the level of waste, if any.

ffont-row seat early tomor¬ 
row morning. 

The Leonid meteor 
shower will peak over Ed¬ 
monton skies around 2 
a.m. tomorrow. 

Bruce McCurdy, 
spokesman for the Royal 
Astronomical Society of 
Canada, said though the 
shower won’t be visible 
within city limits, those 
interested in a lunar light 
show can head to 
blackened skies in outlay¬ 
ing areas. 

“It’s a matter of looking 
where you have an unob¬ 
structed view,” he said, 
adding that though the 
Leo-constellation shower 
will rise from the east 
around midnight, the 
shower can be seen from 
any direction. 

Meteor watchers usually 
head to area “darksites,” 
or “dark-sky preserves,” he 
said. 

The Cooking Lake-Black- 
foot Provincial Recreation 
Area, about a half-hour 
east of Edmonton, is a site 
widely used by stargazers 
and enthusiasts. 

This year’s shower is ex¬ 
pected to drop 15 meteors 
per hour, McCurdy said.

Hundreds protest 
in support of Khadr 

Cries call to repatriate detained Canadian

Two hundred protestors 
hoped their cries were 
heard in Ottawa, at a rally 
held in Churchill Square 
yesterday afternoon. 

The organizers of “We 
ARE Omar Khadr” are lob¬ 
bying for the repatriation 
of Omar Khadr, a Canadian 
who is currently detained 
at Guantanamo Bay as an 
alleged terrorist. The 
Supreme Court of Canada is 
currently examining a low¬ 
er-court ruling that de¬ 
mands Khadr’s repatria¬ 
tion. This protest comes in 
the wake of Khadr being 
scheduled to face a military 
tribunal in the U.S. 

“We want to bring him 
home,” said organizer Ar- 
lette Zinclc. “He should 
have the full opportunity to 
have the case presented in 
a clear and transparent

Canadian court. We can’t 
abide the notion that there 
is different standards of jus¬ 
tice for different Canadi¬ 
ans.” 

The crowd chanted 
“Bring Omar home” and 
“Justice for Omar” as Ara¬ 
bic-inflected music played 
in the background. After a 
series of speeches, organiz¬ 
ers led the group on a pa¬ 
rade route to Jasper Av¬ 
enue.

Khadr was arrested in 
2002 after a gun battle in 
Afghanistan that resulted 
in the death of a U.S. sol¬ 
dier. Toronto-born Khadr 
holds special status because 
he was 15 years old at the 
time he was arrested. 

“It could have been my 
son who is there,” said Nes¬ 
rine Abbas, gesturing to 
her 10-year-old son. “Cana¬ 
da is not living up to its 
commitments. It is a prece¬ 
dent that we shouldn’t let 
pass.” 

Khadr is the youngest 
prisoner and the only West¬ 
ern citizen to be held at 
Guantanamo Bay.

At least that’s ac¬ 
cording to a calcula¬ 
tion done by a media 
research group hired 
by Guy Laliberte, the Guy Laliberte 
Cirque du soleil 
founder who recently be¬ 
came the country’s first 
space tourist. 

The Quebec billionaire 
hired Montreal-based Influ¬ 
ence Communication to 
look at radio, TV, newspa¬ 



per and Internet coverage 
from 71 countries of his 
cosmic voyage. 

The firm has released 
analysis that it 
would have cost 
$592,425,679 to buy 
that much advertis¬ 
ing space for Lalib¬ 
erte and his environ¬ 
mental foundation. 
The Cirque founder 
originally shelled 
out $35 million US 
for his extraterrestri¬ 
al flight, suggesting a 
rather nifty return on in¬ 
vestment of more than 
1,500 per cent. 

Laliberte blasted off from 
the Baikonur Cosmodrome 
in Kazakhstan on Sept. 30, 


and spent 11 days travel¬ 
ling or aboard the Interna¬ 
tional Space station. 

Jean Lambert, a senior 
analyst at Influence, says 
his firm began its tracking 
on June 4th, the day Lalib¬ 
erte held a news confer¬ 
ence to officially announce 
his trip. 

Through mid-October, it 
counted approximately 
41,000 reports about Lalib¬ 
erte and his One Drop envi¬ 
ronmental foundation. 

By way of comparison, 
Canada’s mission in 
Afghanistan showed up in 
1,812 news items over the 
entire year, from January to 
mid-October.

APEC not backing climate deal

summit Global climate 
change negotiators are 
bogged down in minutiae 
and need to step back and 
look at the big picture, 
Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper said yesterday. 

His comments came as 
leaders of the 21-nation 
Asia-Pacific Economic Co¬ 
operation summit — who 
represent almost two thirds 
of global greenhouse gas 
emissions — officially put a 
bullet in any hopes for an 
international breakthrough 
at next month’s UN climate 
conference in Denmark. 

Harper was just one of 
several leaders who 
emerged from a breakfast 
meeting yesterday dedicat¬ 
ed to the climate issue to 
say no deal will be reached 


in Copenhagen. 

The prime minister said 
there was “a pretty strong 
consensus at the meeting 
this morning that countries 
of the world remain a long 
way from a binding, legal 
treaty on climate change.” 

Harper noted that there 
are some 3,000 “bracketed 
pieces of text” in the 
Copenhagen working docu¬ 
ment — diplomatic-spealc 
for areas that need further 
negotiation. 

“I don’t think that can be 
attributed to any one coun¬ 
try,” he said. “There obvi¬ 
ously are significant areas 
of disagreement.” 

Climate was not expect¬ 
ed to dominate this sum¬ 
mit on the 20th anniver¬ 
sary of APEC’s founding, 


but as the last major sum¬ 
mit before the United Na¬ 
tions convenes in Decem¬ 
ber the issue infused dis¬ 
cussions on global econo¬ 
my and trade. 

The chair of the UN cli¬ 
mate conference, Danish 
Prime Minister Lars Loelcke 
Rasmussen, flew to Singa¬ 
pore to salvage what he 
could, pitching APEC lead¬ 
ers on the notion of a “po¬ 
litically binding” deal that 
could be fleshed out later 
with legal language at an¬ 
other conference next year 
in Mexico. 

Even that watered down 
objective could only muster 
a “fair consensus” among 
APEC leaders, according to 
Harper.

Australian Prime Minister 
Kevin Rudd apologized 
yesterday to thousands of 
impoverished British chil¬ 
dren shipped to Australia 
in past centuries with the 
promise of a better life, 
only to suffer abuse and 
neglect thousands of 
miles from home. 

At a ceremony in the cap¬ 
ital of Canberra attended 
by tearful former child mi¬ 
grants, Rudd apologized for 
his country’s role in the mi¬ 
gration and extended con¬ 
dolences to the 7,000 sur¬ 
vivors of the program who 
still live in Australia. 

“We are soriy,” Rudd 
said. “Sony that as chil¬ 
dren you were taken from 
your families and placed in 
institutions where so often 
you were abused. Sorry for 
the physical suffering, the 
emotional starvation and 
the cold absence of love, of 
tenderness, of care. Sorry 
for the tragedy — the ab¬ 
solute tragedy — of child¬ 
hoods lost.” 


The apology comes one 
day after the British govern¬ 
ment said Prime Minister 
Gordon Brown would apol¬ 
ogize for child migrant pro¬ 
grams that sent as many as 
150,000 poor British chil¬ 
dren as young as three to 
Australia, Canada and other 
former colonies over three 
and a half centuries. 

The programs, which 
ended 40 years ago, were 
intended to provide the 
children with a new start 
— and the British Empire 
with a supply of workers. 
But many children ended 
up in institutions where 
they were physically and 
sexually abused, or were 
sent to work as farm 
labourers. 

A1998 British parliamen¬ 
tary inquiry noted that “a 
further motive was racist: 
the importation of ‘good 
white stock’ was seen as a 
desirable policy objective 
in the developing British 
Colonies.”

Twitterers given rare access to shuttle launch 


Fingers will be flying when 
space shuttle Atlantis 
blasts off today: About 100 
of NASA’s geekiest fans 
will be on hand, pecking 
away at iPhones, BlackBer- 
rys, laptops and other 
Twittering gadgets. 

They plan to let loose 
with electronic messages — 
provided they aren’t so 
swept away by the after¬ 
noon liftoff that they fall un¬ 
characteristically silent for a 
moment or two. 

The tweeps, as they’re 
called, represent 21 U.S. 
states plus the District of Co¬ 
lumbia, as well as five coun¬ 
tries. 

NASA estimates the 100 
have more than 150,000 
Twitter followers. It’s a 
dream outreach program 
for a space agency looking 
to drum up support. 

“I'll be uploading stuff as

Allied forces push into 
hostile Afghan valley 


Hundreds of French and 
Afghan troops yesterday 
pushed into a hostile val¬ 
ley in eastern Afghanistan 
where militants launch 
quick attacks, then disap¬ 
pear into hillside villages.

Serrano, who 
grew up and trained as a 
weaver and sculptor in 
Madrid, Spain, has found a 
way to reuse advertising 
banners — which can take 
75 years to disintegrate — 
and turn them into unique 
wallets and bags. 

“So many luxurious 
brands use advertising bill¬ 
boards in 


process; they are up for a 
couple of days, maybe even 
overnight and then are 


dumped 
across landfills in China.” 

Eco Couture uses these 
ad banners to create its ac¬ 
cessory range. The banners 
are generally made from 
vinyl, a thick, durable and 
waterproof material. No 
other material is added to 
the original and waste is 
minimal, remaining bits 
and pieces are turned into 
zipper pullers or labels. 

They’re certainly no 
“bag for life” or Chanel 
clutch, but certainly resist¬ 
ant ... and much better off 
slung on someone’s shoul¬ 
der than in a landfill.

Japanese fishermen suffer as jellyfish swarm northward in a warming world 



A giant jellyfish drifts off 
Kokonogi in western Japan. 


Fishermen grumble as they 
toss translucent jellyfish back 
into the bay, giants weighing 
up to 200 kilograms, marine in¬ 
vaders that are putting their 
livelihoods at risk. 

The venom of the Nomura, 
the world's largest jellyfish, a 


creature up to two metres in di¬ 
ameter, can ruin a whole day's 
catch by tainting or killing fish 
stung when ensnared with 
them in the nets in northwest 
Japan's Wakasa Bay. 

Once considered a rarity oc¬ 
curring every 40 years, they are 


now an almost annual occur¬ 
rence along several thousand 
kilometres of Japanese coast. 
Scientists believe climate 
change has allowed some of 
the almost 2,000 jellyfish 
species to expand their ranges, 
appear earlier in the year and 


increase overall numbers. 

The gelatinous seaborne 
creatures are blamed for deci¬ 
mating fishing industries in the 
Bering and Black seas, forcing 
the shutdown of seaside pow¬ 
er and desalination plants in 
Japan, the Middle East and 


Africa, and terrorizing beach- 
goers worldwide, the U.S. Na¬ 
tional Science Foundation says.

Whether it’s with a smartphone or just over the computer, e-learning is here to stay in Canada. 


Halifax’s Mount Saint 
Vincent University is an¬ 
other post-secondary in¬ 
stitution that has em¬ 
braced the idea of e-learn¬ 
ing, only they’ve been mo¬ 
bilizing education for al¬ 
most 30 years now. It 
started with TV shows on 
a local station and added 
the cutting-edge technolo¬ 
gy of video tapes mailed 
to students. Its distance¬ 
learning program is now 
on digital cable and DVDs 
and half of such courses 
are fully online. 

Peggy Watts, head of 
MSVU’s distance learning, 
says by using programs 
like Moodle and Ellumi- 
nate Live, the university 
can create a virtual class¬ 
room that allows students 
to chat with professors, 
give presentations in 


front of the class, watch 
videos and use programs 
like Excel, even if they 
don’t have Excel. 

“Within the White 
Board (of Elluminate), an 
instructor can take con¬ 
trol of a student’s desktop 
and show them some¬ 
thing on their own desk¬ 
top,” she adds. 

Watts says the main 
users of e-learning at 
MSVU are in Nova Scotia, 
but chose the remote ap¬ 
proach to give flexibility 
to their schedules and 
avoid commuting. 

Back at Laurier, stu¬ 
dents and faculty will use 
their smartphones for 
voice, text and email ap¬ 
plications as well as 
video, voice notes and pic¬ 
tures. Faculty will push 
content to their students’ 


smartphones and will 
have access to metrics to 
gauge which content is 
being used in the one-year 
pilot involving 100 stu¬ 
dents. 

Munro is confident the 
“hybrid” model of class¬ 
room and e-learning is 
the way of the future. 
Business has gone mobile 
and education should fol¬ 
low, he says. “If our learn¬ 
ing environment mirrors 
the kind of challenges 
and opportunities they’re 
going to face in the real 
world, then it’s a good 
thing.” 

RIM, which is headquar¬ 
tered in Waterloo, is giv¬ 
ing students a deal on the 
BlaclcBerries and Rogers is 
providing the connection 
at a small fraction of the 
usual cost, Munro adds.

Comcast prepares to 
take control of NBC

Eight decades after 
pioneering the concept of 
broadcasting, NBC is on the 
verge of a startling move 
that illustrates broadcast 
television's decline. 

Cable TV operator Com¬ 
cast Corp. is expected to 
buy a controlling stake in 
NBC Universal, perhaps as 
early as next week, bringing 
the network of Johnny Car- 
son, Jeriy Seinfeld, Bob 
Hope, Milton Berle and Tom 
Brolcaw under the corpo¬ 
rate control of the company 
that owns the Golf Channel 
and E! Entertainment Tele¬ 
vision. 

“This is highly symbolic,” 
said Tim Brooks, who 
worked at NBC for 20 years 
and now writes books on 
television history. 

Starting Sunday, Vivendi 
SA has an option to sell its 
20 per cent stake in NBC 
Universal. Majority owner 
General Electric Co. is ex¬ 
pected to buy it and then 
sell a 51 per cent stake of 
the entire NBC Universal 
unit to Comcast, which 


serves about a quarter of 
the nation’s subscription TV 
households. 

Broadcast people, the 
folks who remember when 
television was ABC, CBS, 
NBC and little else, used to 
look down upon cable. 

The idea of broadcast TV 
was implied in the name; 
the networks tried to reach 


the broadest possible audi¬ 
ence. For cable it’s impor¬ 
tant to do something specif¬ 
ic and do it well, and the au¬ 
dience need not be as large. 

NBC Universal Chief Exec¬ 
utive Jeff Zuclcer recognizes 
this. Cable properties such 
as USA, SyFy, CNBC and The 
Weather Channel mean 
more to NBC Universal’s 


bottom line than staggering 
NBC, fourth place in the rat¬ 
ings. 

And those cable proper¬ 
ties — more than the flag¬ 
ship “Peacock” network — 
were the draw for Comcast. 
By owning more content, 
Comcast further hedges its 
bets as mainly a distributor 
of shows in case viewers 
ditch their cable TV sub¬ 
scriptions and migrate to 
the Internet, mobile devices 
or a platform that has yet to 
emerge. The company 
could charge for the shows 
or sell ads wherever the 
viewers are. 

In a sense, NBC would be¬ 
come a pioneer again, as it 
seeks to stay relevant amid 
intensifying audience frag¬ 
mentation. But still this 
could be considered bitter¬ 
sweet at best to some. 

“Without NBC, there 
wouldn’t be broadcasting as 
we know it,” said Walter J. 
Podrazilc, a curator at the 
Museum of Broadcast Com¬ 
munications.

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Country Frittata 

INGREDIENTS: 

2 tbsp (25 ml) olive oil 

3 leeks, sliced into rings 
1/2 butternut squash, 
peeled and cut into small 
cubes 

2 tbsp (25 ml) pine nuts 
8 eggs 

1/2 cup (125 ml) 10% 
cream 

3 tbsp (45 ml) grated 
Parmesan cheese 

2 fresh sage leaves or 
small bunch of fresh 
chives, about 3/4 oz (20 g), 
chopped 

METHOD: 

1. Heat olive oil in heavy 
cast-iron or nonstick 
flying pan (10-12 in./25-30 
cm diameter) that can be 
used safely under broiler 
(wrap wooden handle with 
foil). 

2. Add leeks and squash to 
pan and stir well. Cook 
over medium heat for 10 
minutes or until just soft, 


stirring frequently. Stir in 
pine nuts. 

3. While vegetables are 
cooking, break eggs into 
large bowl. Add cream, 
Parmesan and herbs. Sea¬ 
son and mix thoroughly 
with fork. Stir in cooked 
vegetables, then tip mix¬ 
ture back into pan. 

4. Turn down heat and 
cook gently 4-5 minutes or 
until almost set. Mean¬ 
while, preheat broiler to 
high. 

5. Slide pan under broiler 
and cook frittata 2-3 min¬ 
utes or until puffed and 
golden brown. Eat hot or 
warm, cut into wedges.
